County Attorney Alben Barkle} 
ibiDtu, is a crisis which neitbor the 
farmers of McCracken county nor the 
cttiMOs of Paduoah can afford to pass 
•dverMly.- 

"A ortois 4b tlM AOura of the city 
•od county 4osa sot moan tliat they 
woui'd atop growilig it It was passed 
negiitlvely," Ur. Barkley said this 
morning, "but the benefits from pass- 
Ing It saccesatuUy Are so graat, tbat 
not to secure them would amount to 
a re»l and large diSerence In the fu- 
ture of both. I do not believe that the 
next ten years will produce a ques- 
tion as Important to our industrial 
welfare as tills one of securing any 
bridge that is built over the Ohio riv- 
er, for •MoGrscken county and Padu- 
cah. 

"It is neeaiass to rememner that 
brklgtng the Ohio near here Iihs 
been a live question for years and 
aiany tMnk Uiat the present indlca- 
Oons may be mostly smoke, but sev 
era! large Sftcton now figure In the 
question that were not seen a few 
years ego. Unmistakably, the atten- 
tion and trend of rallraada since the 
•ssurMice of the Panama eaqal is to- 
ward the guH. Of oottrse, this canal 
wiH not be finished for a BiiiBker "f 
yasn, bnt railroads are not waltm; 
for It to IM CaMMd, to make their 
prettaratlotts for meeting the indu:^ 
trial change that will accompany the 
compjetlon of ihe canal. The gulf 
coast, now, I undarBtand, Is the 
scene of much atteotlon from all rait- 
HMMb who eapect t» take e hand In 
the future developlBmit Of the soinii 
and South American commerce. 

Bhoald Get Together, 
t "Paduoah is the lirgest city on tiu' 
river between Cairo and Bvansvl l '. 
Somewhere betweea these two poinu. 
one or more railroad* will bridge the 
Ohio river asd the aotivlty in 8out|i- 
ern Illinois pmir Padacah indicates 
that « bridge win be tuilt between 
this city and Cairo. The problem is 
to assure that this tridge will be 
built to give McOracken oounty the 
benefit. Rallroada as a general rule 
waot the most direct course, bat the}- 
will detour to reaieh • city that prom- 
ises Butteielit trafllc. It would only be 
a short instance oat of the way of a 
railroad that contemplated brtdging 
the river at Joppa to bridge at Brook- 
port and give the county as well os 
the city the benefit. But they won t 
make their plans haphasardly end the 
vital question for both county anJ 
city, is to take • hand to see that 
they aire not Mt in tbe race tor tbe 
bridge. 

"This Is a question that ought *« 
unite the business Interests of the 
city with the farmers of the county. 
We ought to get together solidly and 
assure the bridge for this county. Aa 
for the benefits of the hrMge into this 
county and city, they are self-evident. 
Such a bridge would cost no less than 
t5,000,000 and the ordinary taxes on 
this investment would mean much to 
both. We own to the low water mark 
on the IlUnois side wnd we would tax 
the bridge to that point. It is a well- 
known fact that Ballard county 
'praotlcally Is supported by the Cairo 
bridge. The benefit to the city sbouUI 
quicker every business man in it to 
work toward securing this prise. If 
these termilnals are built down at 
Joppa, the city wholesale mea wpuld 
sell 'the merehlants in the town tbat 
inevitably would arise there, but to 
make the bridge. Us facilities and thc 
hnmtreds.of employes It wouM bring, 
a part of Padneah's commercial life 
ougt to "be the live Intereet of every 
retail dealer. 

"Obviously this is «d Inexhaustible 
subject for coneideratioo, but enoufh 
bias been sal.t to force Its importance 
on the cttlxens of tbe county, Includ- 
ing the city. But once having told 
the world we want the prise, nothing 
but hard work and common sense 
reasons will get it for McCracken 
county. Let the farmers and the city 
business men get together."

The two cases against Sam Leibel 
consumed from 9 until 11:30 o'clock 
this morning in police court. There 
were nearly a score of wltnesseH in 
the cases, and extra attorneys had 
been emplnypd to fight on both sides, 
lesldents employing Attorney Kugene 
Uraves to assist .Voting City .\tlor- 
ney Alben Barl<le>, and the defend- 
ant employing Attorney Hal S. Coi- 
bett. The case had been coiillnuej 
several tinie.s because of the absence 
of witnesses, and much evidence of a 
conflicting nature was beard. 

The trouble grew out of l^eibel'-s 
renting a house at I'll rteenlli an.l 
Clay street.^ to Knima .Martin. One 
year ago ( (ituplalnt was mado to him, 
Ihe evidence .^howtxl, that the woman 
wag not fon<Incllng her house proper- 
ly, and In.-itantly all susiiicimis con- 
du<t ceased. In the past few months 
trouble is alleged to have brolicu out 
afresh, and .•'onie of the tie.st resl- 
denfR, including many women, were 
present iiiiA ijiiirnlng to testify for 
the pioserutlon.

Before devising waye and means, 
it would be well to pause and con- 
aider the reason for making "pistol 
toting" an offense, at all. Certainly 
there Is no harm In the mere carry- 
ing of a weapon In a pocket, as long 
aa It a allowed to ««maa thara. The 
oon«luston Is obvious. It is because 
observation has taaght lawmakers 
that posseasion o( « weapon in mo- 
ments of beat ia ooadnelve to homi- 
cide, and because there is no good 
reason why a weapon, designed only 
(or the estlnctioB of human life, 
should be carried, tbat the practice 
ibsa been prohibited. 

If in the eraaade we ahoald ever 
keep In mind the reason and the pur- 
pose of the statute, we might accom- 
plish better results^ TIm man who 
goes armed, does so knowing the law, 
and he voluntarily takes the risk of 
getting caught; so merely paaishInK 
the few unfortunates, who tall into 
the clutches of the police (or misde- 
meanors, Is not calculated to work 
any great reform. It is Impracticable 
for the police to search every man 
they meet, to aaeertaln what he 
curries in hia pockets. 

If we should direct our attentions 
to the case of the hlgh-ttftoed honil- 
dde ami make it unprofltable to 
have a weapon in case of trouble, the 
only time when possession of one Is 
tlanRt-roiiK tu public peace, we should 
be gi'itliig at the root of the matter.
